TV Advertisers 
Use Many Methods 
ToGet Walls Dirty

NEW YORK (AP) - Women 
view ers of television m u st won­ 
der where the m akers of com ­ 
m ercials ever find homes with 
those incredib ly dirty walls and 
floors and those filthy, stained 
sinks that tu rn m iracu lou sly pris­ 
tine and sparkling with a sweep 
of a sponge or a ru b with a cloth. 
There are a nu m b er of techni­ 
qu es b y which gru b b y walls are 
achieved. The easiest is to sm ear 
hands with jelly, peanu t b u tter 
and other dark sticky su b stances 
and then ru b them off against 
light walls. 
If an over-all pattern of soil is 
needed, fine dirt is sprayed even­ 
ly on a wall treated with some 
grease to m ake su re it will stick. 
Soiled floors get the sam e dirt- 
and-grease treatm ent and som e­ 
tim es the produ cer u ses a dog 
with delib erately mu ddied feet to 
pu t the proper im prints on the 
vinyl. 
Sink stains are tou gher. One ex­ 
pert said that to get a good photo- 
graphab le stain on a porcelain 
sink it is necessary to leave deb ris 
like peach skins and pits, vege 
tab le 
parings, 
tea 
and 
coffee 
grou nds for a cou ple of days. 
Good 
qu ick 
resu lts 
are 
often 
achieved with cold b acon grease 
colored with soy sau ce or b rown 
gravy. 
To m ake one serips of "stain ” 
com m ercials, a produ cer had to 
dirty u p several sinks with tan­ 
nic acid and slide them , one aft- 
ter the other, b efore the cam eras 
to achieve the desired effect.

cited newspaper repo rts that pro ­ 
fits in the fo u rth qu arter had 
already su rpassed the prev io u s 
qu arterly peak o f $515 billio n 
reached in the seco nd qu arter o f 
1959 ju st befo re the steel strike. 
“ Bu t all this talk o f new rec­ 
o rds sho u ld no t be permitted to 
o bscu re the fact that co rpo rate 
earning s hav e failed to keep u p 
with o ther indices o f eco no mic 
g ro wth in the po stwar perio d. 
Rising prices 
in 
recent 
y ears 
hav e inflated do llar fig u res. This 
has tended to hide the fact that 
pro fits hav e actu ally been lo sing 
g ro u nd ev er when new reco rds 
are apparently being set. . . . 
“The pro fit squ eeze has been 
especially intense in manu factu r­ 
ing , where earning s hav e been 
u nder pressu re fro m u nrelenting 
increases in emplo y ment co sts, 
tax es and o ther ex penses at a 
time when markets hav e been 
hig hly 
co mpetitiv e 
and 
u nder­ 
capacity o peratio ns in many lines 
hav e mapered effo rts to impro v e 
efficiency .” 
Apart fro m all the fig u res and 
eco no mic 
analy ses, 
there 
re­ 
mains o ne big psy cho lo g ical fac- 
o tr — co nfidence o r lack o f co n­ 
fidence by bu sinessmen in the 
President, his adv isers and the 
Demo cratic-co ntro lled 
Co ng ress. 
Bu sinessmen are cau tio u s and 
wo rrier! abo u t Washing to n. 
The 
administratio n has been in o f­ 
fice mo re than a y ear no w. bu t 
it has no t y et co me to g rips 
with the fu ndamentals o f an ex ­ 
panding eco no my , especially in 
the field o f pro per allo wances
